gether with the script therein referred to, issued and
to be issued, are hereby ratified and confirmed, and
declared to be valid and binding contracts, obliga-
tions, and securities of the said society.

Section 4. It is hereby declared that in the judg-
ment of the legislature the objects of this act cannot
he attained by a general law.
